CHICAGO, Ort. 31.—A special from 
San Francisco says: 
On Unimak island, which guards one 
of the entrances to the Bering Sea, a 
rude mound of rocks m arks the last 
resting place of Charles W. Anderson, 
sailor, fisherman and hunter. 
Anderson starved to death on 
the 
bleak and barren island waiting 
for 
friends who deserted him. 
He died on 
June 19, 1899, and his skeleton in his 
bunk and his diary beside 
it 
were 
found by two hunters who were driv­ 
en to the island during a storm. 
The diary was addressed to Andrew 
Goswold of Unga, who arrived here a 
few days ago with his friend's 
last 
writings. 
Several vessels passed by his island 
prison, the pathetic story reads, 
but 
none of them noticed his signals. One 
was once becalmed near the shore and 
he tried to reach it but he had not 
enough strength left to launch his lit­ 
tle boat. His legs had failed him and 
he could only pull himself along by 
his elbows. 
He deliberated on shooting his dog 
Dempsey, but he could not 
get 
up 
enough courage to slay his 
' 
friend. 
“He brought 
seals 
to 
me 
through the breakers,” he wrote, “and 
I fed him as long as I could. 
the dog disappeared.” 
The diary records the terrible suffer­ 
ings of Anderson from thirst and his 
expeditions after fresh water. The la«t 
entry says: 
June 19—Now I must go for water 
I am more afraid this time th a n be- 
tore. But with God’s help I may come 
back again. I would not like to 
die 
outside. 
But God's will be done." 
He had his wish. for he 
returned 
and died in his bunk.

it will be seen th at In the years 1898 and 
1899 the corporation would have gained 
several tim es as much as in any other 
yeais. 
This Is because the stock or the 
corporation happened to t** very much 
depressed on the first of May In each of 
those years, so th at the local valuation 
was higher than the valuation of (lie tax 
comm issioner and no at.its tax was paid. 
Except In 1898 and 1899 the corporation 
would only have gained by a reduction in 
the assessm ent, the* difference between 
the state rate and the local rate on the 
am ount of the reduction and In one of 
those Years they would actually have 
lost money. 
The portion of the stenog­ 
rapher's bill paid by 
the

Suffolk mills in the case trl*d, amounted 
to over $1700. In no one of these years 
except In 1898 and 1899 would there have 
been saving enough to have paid this 
one bill and I think we can safely say 
th at the entire saving to the corporatism, 
lf the local assessm ent had been $500,060 
less eacii year than it was, would not 
have paid the expenses Incurred by the 
mills in contesting the one case tried. 
W hat then can be the motive for this 
persistent litigation? 
Tho story is not 
all told. 
The state* tax for each of these 
years has been assessed and paid. 
The 
c tate cannot re-assees it and it the cor­ 
poration can now* secure un abatem ent 
having already been credited with the 
am ount of the local assessm ent, they in 
effect escape altogether the tax on th at 
am ount of property w filch Is clearly and 
unquestionably taxable under the law. It 
seems to me th at these facts throw con­ 
siderable light on the question of th® 
motive which underlies this persistent 
tax litigation, and it may be th at you 
will consider th a t It hits sn Im portant 
bearing on the question of the policy 
which the city ought to pursue in th® fu­ 
ture lit referent** to it. 
Of course the 
commissioner of 
corporations knows of 
the litigation ant! bas a right to be pres­ 
ent and assist the corporation In their 
tight with the assessors if he chooses to 
do so. but he does not, as a m atter of 
fact, take any part in it perhaps l»e< atlee 
he finds it im practicable to delay m ak­ 
ing up and distributing 
the corporation 
tax while w aiting the result of protracted 
litigation, or it may be because he is 
satisfied th at the local assessm ent is fair 
and just. 
It would be Interesting 
to 
ascertain 
just how much the corporations have pro- 
lited in this way both by abatem ents ob­ 
tained in the courts and on settlem ents 
amicably effected, but I have not had 
lime to make the necessary Investigation. 
I can g.ve you this in a later com m uni­ 
cation lf you deem It desirable. 
I have 
said very little about the recent yaaes 
of the Appleton company and the H am ­ 
ilton m anufacturing company for until I 
have investigated them with a view to 
their trial, I have very little Inform ation 
th a t I can give you. I assum e th at they 
are much like the other cases. Involving 
practically the sam e questions and that 
the assessors have 
not 
discrim inated 
against these particular 
companies 
in 
m aking 
their 
assessm ent. 
These 
tax 
cases have already cost the city a good 
deal of money and lf the litigation Is to 
continue Huy will cost a good deal more. 
They also Involve a great expense to the 
corporations, though, as I have previous­ 
ly shown, the city is at a great disadvan­ 
tage In the trial In not having so ready 
access to mid and hydraulic 
engineers
